calculated for school fiscal year 2010-11 and each school fiscal20

year thereafter, the statewide average hours of instruction for21

each full-time student during the regular school year for the most22

recently available complete data year minus one, except that if23
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the result is less than zero, the instructional time factor shall1

equal zero; and2

(3) The For school fiscal years 2009-10 and 2010-11,3

the comparison group average hours of instruction for each4

full-time student shall be an average of the averages for all5

school districts in the comparison group. The average hours of6

instruction shall be defined by the department and shall not7

include extracurricular activities outside of the regular school8

day or time designated for students to eat lunch. The statewide9

average hours of instruction for each full-time student shall be an10

average of the averages for all school districts; and.11

(4) For school fiscal year 2011-12 and each school12

fiscal year thereafter, the average hours of instruction shall be13

defined by the department and shall be based on scheduled time for14

courses and the number of students participating in such courses as15

reported to the department for the most recently available complete16

data year. Hours of instruction shall not include extracurricular17

activities outside of the regular school day or time designated for18

students to eat lunch. The statewide average hours of instruction19

for each student shall be an average of the averages for all school20

districts.21
